—The question of where the Rev. Ed­ 
ward Hall, rector of the fashionable 
church of St. John, the Evangelist, and 
his choir leader, Mrs. James Mills, were 
slain, was to be brought up at today’s 
inquiry into the mysterious double 
murder. 
Middlesex authorities are not official­ 
ly on the scene as the spot where the 
bodies were found is over the line iD 
Sumerset county, but as officials of this 
county they were extremely active about 
this city where, it is certain, the tragedy 
had its beginning, if not its end. 
Mills, the widower of the tragedy, 
Mrs. Hall, the widow, and her brother, 
Willie, an eccentric, were the figures 
about which the investigation revolved. 
All three were expected to be question­ 
ed again today—Mrs. Hall and Mills for 
further details of their nocurnal wand­ 
erings in the early hours of Friday 
morning that “something

going to happen.” 
The theory that the rector and his 
choir leader had been slain elsewhere 


and the bodies removed to Summerset 
county to complicate the investigation, 
was based chiefly on conditions at the 
spot where they were found. Although 
tender notes believed by the authorities 
to have been written by Mrs. Mills to 
Hall were strewn about the bodies, the 
minister’s frock was neatly muttoned at 
the front and all of his clothing immacu­ 
late. Even his eyeglasses were carefully 
adjusted on his nose, though his hat was 
over his face. 
Mrs. Mills’ body, too, was carefully 
laid out. Not a crease of her pleated 
skirt was disarranged. Her hands were 
folded across her breast and her scarf 
was draped across the face. 
Newspaper men who went over the 
scene again yesterday found two crosses 
carved with a pen knife on a cedar near 
the apple tree under which the bodies 
were found. The crosses apparently were 
newly cut but whether they had been 
there when the bodies were found, or 
had been carved later by some one of 
morbidly sentimental turn of mind, 
could not be ascertained.

CINCINNATI, Ohio, 
Sept. 
18.— 
The plan of 
establishing 
national 
forests in the Appalachian moun­ 
tains of Virginia, Tennessee, North 
Carolina, Kentucky, W’est Virginia 
and Southern Pennsylvania, propos­ 
ed by the Cincinnati Chamber of 
Commerce, is being taken up by 
similar organizations in the south, 
the local body reports. 
The converting of vast tracts of 
land in this region into playgrounds, 
located more conveniently to per­ 
sons of the east than most of the 
national forests and parks of the 
country will be explained in com­ 
munications to be sent throughout 
the south by the Cincinnati orga­ 
nization. 
The basis of the plan 
will 
be 
building 
and 
improving 
roads 
through these preserves, designat­ 
ing camp sites with necessary sani­ 
tary arrangements, clearing the tim­ 
ber to stimulate growth of the for­ 
ests and protecting the watersheds 
to establish a system of flood pre­ 
vention. 
It is estimated that more than 
2,000,000 acres are 
available 
and 
adaptable for national forests in the 
Appalachian mountains. The open­ 
ing of this section will make avail­ 
able some of the most historic and 
picturesque country in America.

U. S. Coast Guard service and for 
nineteen years in charge

Captain Hansen died a 
victim of winds and waves from 
which he had saved a score of 
lives and fortunes in property® 
pneumonic.
